;were asked here and in Harrisburg, 
Postmaster Eckert said, adding that 
bills for the yearly coiftract would be 
advertised within a few weeks after 
the service becomes more definitely 
established. 
Scott’s compensation for the daily 
70-mile round trip between the battle- 


j field town and the state capital is $450 
'less than the yearly rote for a stand­ 
ard rural mail route of 24 miles, the 
postmaster said. In both services, the 
driver must furnish his own convey­ 
ance. 
Postmaster Eckert would not di­ 
vulge the amount Scott is receiving 
for his service as mail messenger at 
■ the local offii c, but it is understood 
that he receives between $1,000 and 
$1,200 a year for hauling mail to and 
from trains. 
Scott leaves Gettysburg daily, ex- 
jcept Sunday, at 3 a. 
rn. for Harris­ 
burg, and arrives here on the return 
trip at 6:15 a. rn. 
No mail is dis­ 
patched with the messenger, although 
I requests for out-going mail service on 
the “star” route have been received 
by 
Postmaster 
Eckert from several 
local industries and banks. 
With the inauguration of the mail 
messenger service, Gettysburgians re­ 
ceive incoming correspondence on the 
first delivery by local carriers instead 
of at noon when the bulk of the mail 
kam e in on the 9:20 o’clock Reading 
train. 
When the time for the arrival 
of the train was set forward to 10:57 
a. rn., local residents did not receive 
their mail until the afternoon delivery, 
causing 
considerable 
inconvenience 
and delay in promptly answering cor- 
jrespondence. 
The mail messenger uses a truck to 
bring the pouches from Harrisburg to 
: Gettysburg, and at present does not 
drop off sacks along the route. Local 
i postal officials express the belief that 
i Dillsburg, Heidlersburg, York Springs 
and even Biglerville could be accom- 
imodated by the messenger service if 
application was made to the proper 
officials in the postoffice department. 


I Pouches for Biglerville, six miles off 
jthe Harrisburg road, could be picked 
up at Heidlersburg by another “star” 
route carrier, who leaves Heidlersburg 
at 6 a. rn. daily.
